INTO SPACE. 

Dr. Jones Leaped and Linhied on Stones 
That Broke His Bones. 

Lexington, Kv., July 11. — Dr. 
Edward Jones, an inmate of the 
Eastern Kentucky insane asylum, 
met with a tragic death at that in- 
stitution today. His attendant 
left him in the room about six 
o'clock this morning and went out 
to get his breakfast. He had hard- 
ly reached the stairway before the 
demented doctor had thrown up 
the window and was posed upon 
the sill looking toward the ground 
fifty feet below! With a wild yell 
he leaped into space and in a min- 
ute later was lying upon the brick 
sidwalk groaning in the agony of 
his wounds, while the blood gush- 
ed from a gash in his skull at the 
base of his brain. His cries at- 
tracted the attention of several at- 
tendants, who rushed to the scene. 
He wus removed to the asylum 
hospital, where it was found that 
in addition to the fracture of the 
skull both his left leg and arm 
had been broken. While his 
wounds were being dressed he talk- 
ed in a wild, rambling way about 
everything under the sun but his 
reason for so rash an act. An hour 
or two later he became uncon- 
scious, and remained so, dying 
shortly past noon. 

Dr. Edward Jones was one of the 
best known physicians in the state. 
Born at Paris, Kentucky, sixty 
years ago he became a surgeon in 
the confederate army, serving in 
Breckinridge's brigade. At the 
conclusion of the war he became 
assistant superintendent of the 
Eastern Kentucky asylum in this 
citv, and remained in that capaci- 
ty, until with Dr. Silaa Evans, he 
established High Oaks Sanitarium 
ten yean ago. 

Two years ago his olose confide- 
ment to the duties id' superintend- 
ent of the sanitarium caused toft- 
uing of the brain, and later ou

RESERVATIONS TO BE OPENED. 

Secretary Smith Forced to Act In the 
Nez Percos Case. 

Washington, D. C, July 8.-*> 
Senator Dubois, of Idaho, spent 
some time with Secretary jSmMh 
today insisting that the Ne« Perce* 
reservation be open to settlement. 
The last congress approved an 
agreement with the Indians lead* 
iug up to the opening to settle* 
ment of that reservation, which 
will throw open over 000,000 acres 
of the best land in northern Idaho. 
There are many thousands of 
would-be settlers located on the 
border, who expect the opening 
daily. It 19 provided that the In- 
dian's bo paid $1,000,000 for their 
lond, the $000,000 to bo paid when 
the country is opened to settlement 
and the remaining $1,000,000 in 
three equal annual statements. 

Secretary Smith admits having 
delayed the opening ns much us 
possible, his plan being to keep 
the money in the treasury. For 
this reason the settlers were delay- 
ed, and now it happens that the 
Secretary has been informed that 
unless he complies with the plain 
meaning of the law, legal steps 
will be taken to force his compli- 
ance. This would bo a novel pro- 
cedure and one that the Secretary 
would not enjoy, as it seems, for 
he made the promise today that 
the reservation should be open to 
settlement by the 1st of August. 
For some time everything has been 
in readiness to open the reserva- 
tion, but, owing to the administra- 
tion's plan to make as good a finan- 
cial showing in the last fiscal year 
as possible, the final departmental 
action has been delayed. It is 
assured that the reservation 
will be opened to settlement with- 
in the next three weeks. 

The Idaho senators ore rlso 
'casing for departmental action 
the Fort Hall tangle. The 
agreement with the Indians lead- 
ing up to opening that reservation 
of 1,200,000 acres to settlement 
approved hy the last congress, 
but so far the Secretary of the In- 
terior has delayed allotments aud 
all departmental work. It is ex- 
pected, however, to have this res- 
ervation opened to settlement by 
the 1st of October next.

profit Wonderful changes have 
come; costly apparatus, extensive 
advertising, exorbitant store rents, 
heavy taxation, expensive agen- 
cies are only parts of the demand 
made upon our commercial men ; 
nnd when they have found t hem- 
selves in such circumstances with 
email capital, they have sometimes 
been tempted to run against the 
rocks of lujral nnd financial de- 
struction. This temptation of 
limited capital lias ruined men in 
two ways. Sometimes they have 
shrunk down under temptation. 
They have yielded to the ba t tie 
before the first shot was fired. .At 
the first hard dun tney surrender- 
ed. Their knees knocked together 
at the fall of the auctioneer's 
bamer. Tbey blanched at the fi- 
nancial peril. They did not un- 
derstand that there is such a thing 
as heroism in merchandise, and 
that there arc Waterloos of the 
counter, and that a man can fight 
no braver battle with the sword 
than he can fight with the yard- 
stick.

Front January to December the 
struggle goes on. ; Night gives no 
quiet to limbs taping in restless- 
ness, nor to a brain that will not 
atop thinking. The* dreams are 
harrowed by imaginary loss, and 
flushed with imaginary gains. 

Even the Sabbath can not dam 
back the tide of anxiety, for this 
wave of world liness dashes clear 
over the churches, and leaves its 
foam on Bibles and prayer-books. 
Men who are living ou salaries, or 
by th<' cultivation of the soil, can 
not understand the wear and tear 

of the body and mind to which 
our merchants are subjected, when 
they do not know that their liveli- 
hood and their business honor are 
dependent upon the uncertainties 
of the next hour. This excitement 
of the brain, this corroding care of 
the heart, this strain of effort that 
exhausts the spirit, sends a great 
many of our best men, in middle 
life, into the grave. Their life 
dashed out against money sales. 
They go with their storo on their 
backs. They trudge like camels 
Sweating, from Aleppo to Damns 
cus. They make their life B cru- 



cifixion. Standing behind desks 
and counters, banished from the 
fresh air, weijrhed down by dark- 
ening cares, they see so many sui- 
cides. Oh! I wish 1 c6uld f todaj 
rub out sumo of those Hues of 
care; that 1 could lift some of 
tin imi dens from the heart; that I 
could give relaxation t" some "t 
these worn muscles. It is time for 
you to begin to take it a little eas- 
ier. Do your best and then trust 
(.rod for the rest. Do not fret, (rod 
manages all the affairs of your life, 

and he manages them for the 

best. Consider the lillies — they 
always have robes. Behold the 
fowls of the air — they always have 
lu sis. Take a long breath. Be- 
think, betimes, that Ood did not 
make you for a pack-horse. Dig 
jrOUrsefveS out from among the 
hogsheads and the shelve*, and in 
the light of the holy Sabbath day 
resolve that yon will give to the 
winds your foarH, and your frotful- 
ness, nnd your distresses. You 
brought nothing into the world, 
and it is very certain you can car- 
ry nothing out. Having food and ] 
raiment, he therewith content. The 
merchant came home from the 
store. There had been a great dis- 
aster there.

Again 1 remark that manv of 

mx mtmm men are tempted to 

neglect their home duties. How 
often it is that the store and the 
home seem to olssh, but there 
ought not to be any collision. It 
is often the esse that the father 
is thettere treteurerof the family, 
a sort of agent to see that theyj 
have dry goods and groceries. Th< 
work of family government h< 
does not touch. Once or twice i 
(year he calls the children up on i 
Sabbath afternoon, when he has a 
half hour he dees not exactly know 
I what to do with, and in that one- 
half hour he disciplines the chil- 
dren and chides them and corrects 
their faults, and gives them a great 
{deal of good advice, and then won' 
ders all the rest of the year that 
his children do not do better, when 
they have the wonderful advant- 
age of that semi-annual castigsi- 
tion. 

The family table, which ought 
to be the place for pleasant discus- 
sion and cheerfulness, often be- 
comes the place of perilous expe- 
dition. If there be any blessing 
asked at all, it is cut off at both 
ends, and with the hand onethe 
carving knife. He counts on his 
Angers, making estimates in the 
interstices of the repast. The work 
done the hat goes to the head, and 
he starts down, the street, and be- 
fore the family has arisen from the 
table he has bound up another 
bundle of goods, and soys to the 
customer, "Anything more I can 
do for you today, sir?" A man 
has more responsibilities than 
those which are discharged by put- 
ting competent instrnctors over 
his children, and giving them a 
drawing master and a music teach- 
er. The physical .culture of the 
ohild will not be attended to un- 
less the father looks to it. He 
must sometimes lose his dignity. 
He must unlimber his joints. He 
must sometimes lead them ont to 
their sports and games. The pa- 
rent who cannot forget the severe 
duties of life sometimes, to fly the 
kite, and trundle the hoop, and 
chase the ball, and jump the rope 
with his children, ought never to 
have been tempted out of a crusty 
and unredeemable solitariness. If 
you want to keep your children 
away from places of sin you can 
only do it by making your home 
attractive. You may preach ser- 
mons, and advocate reforms, and 
denounce wickedness, and yet your 
children will be captivated by the 
glittering saloon of sin unless you 
can make your home a brighter 
place than any other "place on 
earth to them. Oh! gather all 
charms into your, house. If- you 
can afford it bring boohs and pic- 
tures and cheerful entertainments 
to the household. But, p'.jveall, 
teach those children, not by 
half un hour twice a year ou the 
Sabbath day, bet day after day; 
and every day teach them thai re- 
ligion is a great gladness, that it 
throws chains of gold about the 
neck ; that it takes nospring from 
tin! foot, it"- blitheness from the 
heart, no sparkle from the eye, no 
ring from the laughter; but that 
"Jut ways are ways of pleasant- 
ness, and all her paths are peace." 
1 sympathize with the work be ing 
done in many of <>ur cities, by 
which beautiful rooms are set aparl 
by our Young Men's Christian As- 
sociations, and I pray God to pros- 
per them in all things. But I tell 
vou there is something back of 
that cud before that : We need 
more happy, consecrated 

homes everywhere, 

Again I remark, that many of 

our business men are tempted to 
put theattaiament of money above 

the value Of the soul. It is ii grand 
thing to have plenty of money. 
The more you get of it, th" 1 -tter, 
if it come honestly and go useful- 
ly. For the lack of it, sickness 
dii-s without medicine, and hunger 
1 ads. lb oottn in the empty bread 

tray, and nakeness shivers "for lack 
of clothes and tire. When 1 hear 
a man in canting tirade against 
meney — a Christian man — as tho' 
it had no possible use on earth, 
and Y I no interest in it at all,

There are men in all occupations 
who seem to sot as though they 
thought that a pack of bonds and 
mortgagee could be traded off for 
a title to heaven, ahd as though 
gold would be a lawful tender in 
that place where it is so common 
they make pavements out of it.
